"TENTATIVE" RESULTS 

For more than three years the Interstate Commerce Commission 
lias been engaged iu the work of placing u valuation upon the rail 
roads of the country, in pursuance of 8 law enacted by Congress in 
1913. More tbau *7,<XX),0OO has been spent in the work and there is 
an appropriation of $3,500,000 avuilable for the current fiscal year. 
The Commission has recently completed the tirst two valuations, cov- 
ering short road* of minor importance. The reports carry the in- 
formation that the valuations nre merely "tentative," and that the 
commission has not yet passed upon the many questions involved in 
tho determination of correct principles and methods. It would seem, 
therefore, that we have spent a lot of money and shall spend a lot 
more in work that will be of doubtful value.
